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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff 
School District: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 24. 
The average membership was 23.4 and the percent of at- 
tendance was 90.6. There were 16 pupils attending Lisbon 
Elementary School and 14 attending Lisbon High School. 


The enrollment in Blue School this year is 22. Eight- 
een pupils are attending Lisbon Elementary School and 12 
are attending Lisbon High School for a grand total of 52 
Landaff children enrolled in the public schools. 


The new teacher at Blue this year is Mrs. Hildah 
Bedard. Mrs. Bedard comes to Landaff from the Bath 
School. She is a thorough teacher. Her educational back- 
ground is excellent. The children have progressed well 
under her guidance and tutelage. 


We expect that your tax rate next year will be re- 
duced by increased State Aid. 


State Aid should increase materially next year if the 
legislature adopts the expected increased State Aid pro- 
gram. Our increased school enrollment will also reflect a 
higher figure. The budget estimates $5,000.00 State Aid 
income. 


If it were possible to organize a larger school district 
in this area the move would doubtless be advantageous to 
Landaff. Landaff’s per pupil school costs are just about 
the same as Lisbon’s. However, Lisbon has a much stead- 
ier school tax rate. In a small district the moving of several 
families causes large fluctuations in the tax rate. You will 
hear more and more about larger school districts. Landaff 
may well give this matter serious consideration. 


I wish to commend your Board on its interest in the 
welfare of the children and the community.
